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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-10 have been allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest: a ball bearing 
actuation mechanism for a vending machine, said mechanism comprising: a housing 
having an interior chamber, outlet and overflow discharge openings and an inlet 
passage; a gauge wheel rotatably mounted in said interior chamber; a retainer wall; and 
means for rotating said gauge wheel; as set forth in claim 1. 

While the prior art of record teaches various ball counting and/or dispensing 
devices, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest the ball bearing actuation 
mechanism including a housing having outlet and overflow discharge openings and an 
inlet passage; and the specific structure of the gauge wheel, retainer wall and the 
means for rotating the gauge wheel as recited in claim 1 .
